Ar.otlier  correspondent  reports,  that  he  visited  • 
an  evening  scliool,  in  which  many  aduits  had  as-  j 
seinblecl,  m  very  Inclement  weather,  wlio  allcvin-  ' 
cen  a  grc.it  desire  to  h-am,  and  adtls —  ! 

“  In  the  evening,  I  read  the  Scriptures  to  a' 
number  "f  individuals  who  came  to  my  lo<lgings. 
They  were  very  attentive,  and,  when  it  became  ^ 
late,  left  very  reluctantly.  In  the  morning,  be¬ 
fore  it  was  quite  light,  they  again  assembled,  and 
called  the  man  of  the  house  out  of  his  bed  to  let 
them  in  to  hear  the  Scriptures  read.

In  taking  a  general  view  of  t!;e  state  of  the 
Church,  the  committee,  whilst  they  acknowledge 
with  gratitude  our  past  success,  cannot  hel[i  re¬ 
garding  this  portion  of  the  tabernacle  as  a  body 
in  a  great  degree  witho  it  a  iiead.  Our  exertions 
hitherto,  cond'.u  ted  wc  ho-pe  witli  a  single  eye 
to  tiO'l’s  glory-,  Itave  met  -.nil<-?.l  w  it'n  un-.  xpect- 
ed  success  ;  hut  except  -  hen  lili  ssed  With  such 
C'luns-.  1  and  assistance  as  tlu-  jiious  and  i  .vet  llent 
Bishop  Moore  was  able,  from  the  inul'  pncitv  of 
!fs  c-n.gag-ementSj  to  afforl  us,  ha\  e  s-ill  -wanted 
tle-fatlieily  direction  of  a  B.shop.  e  woui,!  there¬ 
fore  urge  upon  the  rf.nvention  tl'e-  uetmssity  of 
maturing,  as  speedily  as  possible,  the  p'aiis  for 
ob'si’i’ng  a  Bisl’Op  in  t!tis  state.
